The Firemen'* Strike Atiumes In- 


ternational Proportions. 


KANSAS Cm-, May 11.—The strike of 


forty-four firemen of the Armour Tack- 
ing plant has assumed international 
proportions, and there ie no telling 
where or how it will end. The strikers 
have already petitioned the National 
Council of the Federation of Labor to 
declare an international boycott against 
the Armour products, and it is the belief 
of labor men that the boycott will be de- 
clared.

The 
tow boat Harry Brown of Pittsbuig, up- 
ward bound from New Orleans, ex- 
ploded her boilers at 11 o'clock last 
nigbt. The boat was a complete wreck 
and sank in less than five minutes. 
Eleven lives are known to be lost, in- 
cluding Norman Dravo, W. M. Beards- 
lee, William Dougherty, Miss Mamie 
Hess, Tnra Judge, William Wilson, Pat 
Carniff, \Villlam Fitzsimmons, William 
Kelly. Frank Adrian of Cincinnati and 
John Wagner of Louisville are reported 
missing. 
The survivors and also tbe wounded 


were brought to this city on the Hon- 
schell. Six of tbe officers and crew are 
of the Brown are in the marine ward of 
the Vicksburg hospital. The tow boat 
Honscbell was so near the scene when 
tbe explosion occurred that her yawls 
were lowered atonce and were promptly 
manned ami saved many lives that 
would have been lost if it had not been 
for their prompt service.

The road running from Cherry 
and into Elm avenue especially IB in a 
very bad condition, being full ol chuck 
holes, hoe-wallows and deep-water pools, 
and as the poBtofflce, atore and black- 
smith shop aro located at the connec- 
tion of this road and elm avenue, there 
ia more driving upon thia than nlmoat 
any road in tho colony.
